Very nearly the latter part of May last, he goes 
on to say, Ann waa pleased to proceed to the Com- 
missioners of Obarities and Correction, and there 
represented herself in s condition decidedly indica- 
tive of juvenile accumulation. The defendant was 
there charged with being an accessory before the fact 
of this prospective “ responsibility.” Upon the accu- 
sation thus preferred, the injured lady procured 
note, addreseed to the Hon. Richard Kelly, Police 
Magistrate, certifying to her aforesaid delicate con- 
dition. Upon the reception of this note by the 
magistrate, that official issued his warrant Against 
the defendant, for precipitating his parental rela- 
tions in a wanner, condemned by both human and 
divine laws. Upon thie cherge the defendant was 
arrested, and brought before Judge Kelly to anawer 
for the offences charged. An examination was duly 
had, and the defendant found guilty of the criminal 
gallantry preferred against him by Mise Killkenny. 
Upon this conviction, the magistrate proceeded to 
judgment, and ordered that Mr. Frank Lavin should 
pay ten dollars in consideration of the expenses of 
the proepective confinement, and in addition to that, 
two dollars per week for the support of the antici- 
pated juvenile, from the date of that juvenile’s 
birth. The defendant appears to acquiesce in the 
trath of the foregoing accusations, and in the 
jastice of the magistrate’s decision, for in the re- 
butting affidavit before us, from which they are all 
taken, he offers no denial to them whatever. He 
simply says that his brother ws offered and ac- 
cepted as security for the timely payment of the 
foregoing judicial jadgments. He goes on, however, 
to deny another point in Miss Killkenny’s charge in 
relation to his marriage, and avers that he is not 
married, and never hes been married. But the 
main purpose of this affidavit appears to be to in- 
validate the present prosecution by Miss K. against 
the defendant before the Supreme Court, as its au- 
thor affects to believe, that the case having once 
been up before Judge Kelly, and disposed of as 
hereinbefore stated, that thé whole matter was 
finally ‘‘ended” by thie judgment of the Police 
Justice.

*not of one patty, but of both, and accordingly we see 
the warfare began before the Police Magistrate, oon- 
tinued before the Supreme Court, The lady is de- 
termined to vindicate her outraged honor and drag 
the offender to justice, by every instrumentality al- 
lowed her by the laws of the Jand. Accordingly we 
see her meeting the affidavit of Mr. Frank Lavin, 
from which we have just quoted, with a counter- 
affidavit, strongly asseverating her original oom- 
plaint, and charging back upon her confessed de- 
etroyer with pointed rejoinder. In this second aver- 
ment, Miss Killkenny ,unqualifiedly denies the 
statement of Lavin, that ehe confessed to him her 
criminal relations with others of the opposite sex, 
and with equal stoutness does she deny Lavin’s fur- 
ther discluimer, that he ever took violent liberties 
with the lady. On the contrary, Miss Kill- 
kenney affirms, in the broadest possible language, 
that she never admitted to Lavin, “or any 
other person,” that others had trifled with her 
chastity, and further, that never in her life, be- 
fore or since the alleged outrageous assault of the 
defendant upon the complainant, had she known 
such a thing as improper relations with any other 
man. According to the lady’s story, ‘Lavin had not 
even the first claim of a suitor upon her recognition, 
but in the commission is his rough license, he is 
charged with having “invariably pounced upon” 
the complainant, “ at an unexpected moment,” when 
the complainant’s “ mother was temporarily absent.” 
At such times and under such circumstances is La- 
vin charged, with having by means of 


FORCE AND TERROR, 
perpetrated his nameless abominations. Having 
consummated his purpose he would hastily depart, 
significantly warning the compiainant “‘ to say noth- 
ing.” Oppressed by these menaces of the defon- 
dant, the lady avers that she became frightened, 
and fearing to make known her wrovgs, kept the 
matter entirely to herself until about the first of May 
last. At that time, Mrs. Alice Killkenny, mother of 
the complaining girl, discovering her daughger’s ill- 
health from some latent cause, took her child to the 
office of Dr. Clows, in West Fiftieth street, with the 
view of medica! consultation and cxamination. Once 
in the office of the medical philosopher and subjected 
to his exhaustive scrutiny, the guilty secret of the 
complainant could no longer be concealed, and there 
her shame and dishonor, and the author of them, 

* were for tho first time revealed to the astonished 
and grieved mother, in the presence of her medical 
adviser. In regard to the defendant’s state- 
ment respectivg his arraignment before Judge 
Kelly and the charge upon which he Was ar- 
raigned, the complainant admits o!] her deatroycr 
says on that suvject, except to deny his alle- 
gation that “the matter ended there,” or that the 
magistrate ever adjudicated upon any question of 
damages for the special. outrages complained of in 
the present prosecution.

Out of 
this little income she supported herself and her 
widowed mother. 

The complainant and her mother came to this 

country from the county of Kilkenny, in Ireland, and 
from some circumstanee connected with this asso- 
ciation,j the remarkable family name of Killkenny 
has doubtless been derived. « 
Notwithstanding the defendant’s denial, he is pos- 
itively pronounced to bea maicried man, and to be 
living with his wife in a boarding house in West For- 
ty-second street. This whole affair, in fact, on both 
sides, is involved in singularity and mystery. Among 
the strange mystcries, are the two successive out- 
rages alleged by the young girl to have been com- 
mitted upon her by the defendant. How two such 
perpetrations of barbarous violence could be com< 
mitted upon the complainant, with no consent what- 
ever on her part, is indeed a mystery. 

Bat the strange singularity is explained in behslf 
of the young lady, by the observation, that having 
overcome -her on the first occasion, the defendant 
made the second attempt under’a threat of exposure 
of the first, and through the confusion, fright, youth 
and inexperience of the girl, the savage adventurer 
was again succesefal, and oppressed with shame and 
fear, the girl withheld the guilty secret, even from 
her mother, until wrang from her by the revelations 
at the pliysician’s office. But it is for the court to 
anslyze and barmonize these contradéotions, and.to 
them we must leave the puszle. 

It is farthermore averred that all the parties lived, 
during the performance of this drama, in the same 
boarding house.~ At dny rate, dhe complainant and 
her mother are at present boarding at the ndmber
